Prof. Craig, deputy minister of agri-' 


culture for Alberta, stated that. more 
Ral 


urged the boards of trade in the towns 

to co-operate with the government in 

the promotion of these competitions. 

This year twenty agricultural societies 

were interested as well, ard hand- 

somd cups were given the winners, as | 
‘well as a large cup to the provincial 
champion. He hoped that many farm- 
ers would start now for next year’s 
competition by selecting good seed, 
‘and in the preparation of the goil, ete. 

With the magaificent agricultural dis- 
trict around Wetaskiwin, one of the 
best. agricultural exhibitions in’ the 
province should be held here. A pro- 
vincial seed fair should also be held 
here.

Th expressing his thanks for the 
award, Mr. Rasmussen also referred to 
the importance of holding a seed fair 
here, especially as there. was so much 
frozen grain in ‘the community, and 
offered to donate his/prize money to- 
wards the fair, if it can be put on. 


Prof. Corbett, of the Extension De- 
partment of the University, then spoke 
briefly and referred to the high~posi- 
tices Dr. Wallace held in the education- 
al circles on the continent, and how 
fortunate the University of Alberta 
was in having a man of his ideals and 
outstanding ability as its president. 


After graciously acknowledging the 
hearty applause: which was accorded 
him when he arose tto speak, Dr. 
Wallace stated that he would refer 
more particularly to the practical side 
of education. Education is training 
for life’s work, and all who are inter- 
ested in education are trying to train 
the young people and fit them for their, 
life’s duties. ‘The curriculum of our 
schools is being amended to fit into 
the practical things. Life means leis- 
ure as well as employment, and with 
the mass production it is no longer 
necessary for man to work ten or 
twelve hours a day. Education should 
train man to use his leisure hours to 
the best advantage, as well as the five 
or stx_hours he is working. If there 
was. any criticism of the educational 
sys.em of today it would be its lack of 
sureness in the subjects. We should 
intensify the subjects and make them 
more practical*and fundamental. Old 
days of apprenticeship are over and 
vocational schools have taken their 

_ place. ‘The technical schools are do- 
ing a profoundly important phase of 
work, But there is a vast difference 
between practical and theoretical, 

The doctor then spoke of the work 
the University is doing, which must of 
necessity be practical if it is to suc- 

-, cessfully, fulfil its function. It must 
study the meeds of the people,’ and 
have vision to see years ahead and 
prepare to meet the. problems which 
will airse ten or twenty years hence. 
lt-should get the best men to handle 
the research problems. The Alberta 
University, is doing work the other 
universities recognize and appreciate. 

But there are deeper things in life 

‘the university stands for which are too 
deep.to mention, and if the university 
fails in these it is not performing its 
mission; That “something” may ‘be 
given by men of the staff, or it may be 
received from the surroundings and 
en vironnient, but the student should 
be prepared to face life realizing that 
nothing. but . truth)’ matters, They 
should: look back with pride to their 
Alma. : Mater—their ‘mother—which

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COUNTY SYSTEM IN THIS 
PBOVINCE IS PROBABLE STEP 

Lacombe, Alta., Oct. 29.—Extension 
of the areas of municipalities through- 
out the Province to make them similar 
in size as in other provinces, was a 
possible.step now being considered iby 
the ‘Government, declared Premier J. 
E. Brownlee, when addressing the 
Board of Trade at‘a luncheon here on 
Friday. 

Premier Brownlee also made the an- 
nouncement of salt «discoveries at 
Fort McMurray, and made- reference 
to the progress-made by the Province 
in recent years, 

The problem of education and roads 
were forcing the Government to con- 
sider increasing the size of the muni- 
cipal areas, he said, in declaring this 
action was being contemplated. The 
small municipalities could not- finance 
their needs in roads and education, 
and some action had to be taken to 
protect them. Through extension of 
the boundaries, to incorporate a lurger 
unit, a means of relief might be found. 

Outlining the resources of the Prov- 
ince in coal, oil and agriculture, Pre- 
mier Brownlee declared that drillers at 
Fort. Murray had found 150 feet of 
pure salt at a depth of 600 feet. Un- 
told amounts of tar sands weie known! 
to be located in that disrict, but they 
were without actual value until mark- 
ets for them were found.

TURKEY ABGOCIATION 
TO OFFER TROPHIES 


Edmonton, Oct. 26.—An_ enthus- 
iastic meeting of the Alberta Bronze 
Turkey Breeders’ Associafion was 
held Thursday afternoon in the 
Blowey Henry building in Edmonton, 
R. S.-Johnson, of Rainley, presiding. | 
W. Clyde, of Arrowwood, secretary- 
treasurer, was also Officiating. The 
most important. topic discussed was 
establishing the grade of turkeys. 
It was decided that a grade A young 
tom must weigh twenty-five pounds 
on December 15, and grade A _ pul- 
lets must weigh sixteen pounds on 
December 15. Grades B and C must 
weigh some less, but all grades must 
measure up to the “standard cf per- 
fection” with slight defects: in the 
lower grades. The association had 
lastyear about sixty-five members and 
is expecting more than ore hundred 
this fall and winter. . 

Last year the organization sold 

more than a thousand turkeys for 
breeding purposes and could have 
sold several times as many. The 
prices ranged from $7 to $25. They 
were shipped all over Canada, and 
some to other countries bringing large 
sums of money into this province 
from the outside. 
Prof. R. K. Baker, of the Saskat- 
chewan University, was a welcome 
visitor, and did much to help out 
the meeting. It was decided to of- 
fer two trophies for the best pair of 
young bronze turkeys raised and 
owned by a member of the associa- 
tion, to be won three times ‘before be- 
coming the property of the winner, 
one for Calgary and one for Edmon- 
ton.

announcement by Premier Brownlee 
Friday morning. ‘ 

It is to be an investigation by ex- 
perts, following the trial at Red Deer, 
this week by Mr. Justice Ford, and) 
for_ that purpose the government has 
secured the services of Dr. C. M. 
Hinck, medical director of the Cana: 
dian national committee for mental 
hygiene, and Dr..C. B. Farrar, pro- 
fessor of psychiatry in the Univer- 
sity of Toronto and director of the 
Toronto Psychiatric hospital. 

Doctors Hinck and Farrar are al- 
raady on the ground and will immed- 
jately begin work, They have been 
eppointed under the Public 
Act, with full powers tc take evi- 
dence under oath, and the premier 
says that they have been asked to 
advise the government on: the whole 
question of management and admin- 
istration, including such points as to 
whether or not there is a proper at- 
titude towards patients, and am ade- 
quate and sufficient staff at each of 
the institutions. 

In general they will be expected to 
inform the government as to what. 
changes if any should be made to put 
the institutions in line with accepted 
standards’ for such hospitals and to 
guard against the recurrence of inci- 
dents like that responsible for the re- 


currence of incidents like that re-! 


sponsible for the recent trouble. 

A decision to conduct an inquiry 
was reached by the government some 
time ago and steps were then taken 
to engage the two Toronto experts 
and to bring them here for that pur- 
pose as soon as possible after the 
conclusion of the trial at Red Deer. 
Announcement of this action was de- 
ferred, however, pending the trial, 
the government taking the view that 
that particular incident would then 
be sufficiently and fairly disposed of. 

Mr. Brownlee says the government 
is proceeding upon the conviction 
that it. is mot the desire of anyone 
that improper coyditions should be 
permitted in any institution and that 
the thing to be done immediately is 
to ascertain from the best possible 
sources whether the present basis of 
administration is adequate and effi- 
cient.

GREATLY INCREASED 
ACREAGE OF FALL PLOWING 


Winnipeg, Oct. 29.—Insofar as the 
weekly crop report is concerned, the 
Agricultural Department of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway is singing its 
hymn of harvest home, for the west- 
erm grain is practically all threshed 
and the few remaining fields will be 
cleaned up in the next day or two. 
Threshing outturns in Saskatchewan 
tand Alberta still show extensive dam- 
age done the later grains by frosts, In 
many sections a considerable percent- 
age of wheat grading six and feed. 
The oat crop in these sections was also 
heavily frosted, and it will be neces- 
| sary to import quantities of seed oats 
for next sprirg’s requirements. Grain 
is briskly moving to the elevators, 
roads being {n gcod condition and the 
great trucks making its transport 
speedy. 

Fall plowing is making good pro- 
gress, although the ground is scme- 
what dry and hard, About 75 per cent 
of plowirg in Manitoba is completed, 
60 to 70 per cent in Saskatchewan and 
30 to 40 per cent in Alberta. Another 
week of gecd weather will see a great- 
ly increased acreage of fall plowing. 
This fact, with the large amount of 
breaking now done, and a great deal, 
of summerfallowing, indicates that 
there wili be a much increased acre- 
age in readiness for the 1929 crop. 
Southern Abterta’s stigar beet harvest 
igs nearly completed, yields are very 
satisfactory and sugar content high. 
All livestock in Western provinces is 
in good condition, and now enjoying 
plenty of feed on stubble and going 
into winter quarters in better condi- 
tion than for some years past.

AWS SKULL UP IN 30 SECONDS 


London, Oct. 18—A new machine, 
which it is claimed will revolutionize 
shall surgery, ha3 been placed on dis- 
play at the Medical Exhibition. 

The machine can remove a circle 
of the human skull about an inch in 
diameter in approximately 30 sec- 
onds.. It can be used to “repair’’ frac- 
tured skulls and Ernest Williams, the 
inventor, hopes he will later perfect 
the machine to “mend” broken knee 
caps, 

To surgeons it is known as a “tre- 
panning” dissector, and it is run by an 
electric motor installed in the handle. 
|The motor propels a tiny, many-sided 
saw at the rate of 2,000 revolutions 
per minute. 

“The machine eliminates the dang- 
er of abscesses caused by closing. of 
blood pores,” said Williams. “The 
blood pores are left. entirely free and 
after an operation another circle of 
skull, previously obtained, may be
